Summer bulbs 
are Worth saving 


By Dr. L. €. Grove

Yy.. ll be doing the thrifty and smart thing if you dig and 
store vour gladiolus, dahlias, and tender bulbs that can’t 
survive freezing 

Prices vary, but glad bulbs you'll want to plant next 
spring will cost 10 to 20 cents each; dahlia tubers may cost 
from 50 cents to $50, depending on variety. 

What's more, your better, named kinds will be saved to 
brighten vour garden again 

Lifting glads is easy. The larger, more brittle dahlia 
clumps take more ume and care. While you’re at this 
better dig and s iberoses, Peruvian-daffodils, Jsmene, 
ligerflowers, 7:grida, Jacobean-lilies, Sprekelia, caladiums, 
and tuberous begonias 

Leave all soil that clings to tuberose and canna clumps. 
Store Peruvian-datlodils, Tigerflowers, and Jacobean-lilies 
the same as dahlias. Leave caladiums and tuberous begonias 
in pots of dry soil--or you can handle them as you do your 
vladiolus 


Stored these ways, they ll keep well until spring.

The time to lift your gladiolus bulbs for storing is from six to eight 
weeks after the last blooms have faded. Your earlier-flowering vari- 
eties will turn yellow in late August or September; the later kinds stay 
green longer, sometimes up to killing frost. When you dig them, push 
your fork straight down a few inches from the plants. Pry back up to 
loosen the bulbs while you pull the plants free with your other hand 
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Cut the tops off close to the bulbs after digging, as shown here. Place 
each variety in a separate box or mesh sack, label, and put in a spot 
which has good air circulation for two to three weeks. This must be a 
place where the bulbs won't freeze. If you store vour bulbs in boxes, 


turn them occasionally to make sure that they are drving uniformly

Snail trail saves oranges 


Something new in natural controls has been added in 
Florida orange groves. If the idea can be developed to 
include ornamental plants, it may ease the lot of the 
home gardener 

Orange-grove owners in the Orlando, Florida, area 
are introducing the Tavares snail into their groves 
This snail apparently lives on mold, eating it and other 
fungi from the leaves. In passing over the foliage, it 
leaves a sticky track which seems to repel aphids and 
other insects 

Except for the species eaten by the French, the 
Tavares snail seems to be the only useful member of 
an otherwise undesirable tribe 


Checks mites on African-violets 


Capsules containing sodium selenate have proved 
highly effective in controlling insects on African-vio- 
lets, as well as on other house plants 

Although dry sodium selenate is a rather dangerous 
poison, the capsule form is easy to use without danger 
to the user. The capsule is inserted in the soil, the coat- 
ing dissolves, and the chemical is absorbed by the 
plant, which becomes deadly to insects that try to feed 
on it 

Sodium selenate in capsule form is particularly 
effective against redspider-mites, thrips, and other in-

use, the hormones can be le without being dangerous 


It is clear, however lat are not panaceas for all 
human ills. And that they do not cure any disease—not in 
the sense of eliminating ible once and for all. It must 
be remembered, however, that in the same sense insulin is 
not a cure for diabetes. ACTH and cortisone are dramatically 
effective tools in many situations. In addition to chronic 
conditions which they control, there are acute situations in 
which they save lives. In many cases, they also avoid crip-

down, based on latest available data, showing the 


drugs’ abilities. But, by itself, the breakdown doesn’t 


begin to tell the full story 

lo get proper focus, let's briefly consider the revolutionary 
work of Dr. Hans Selvye the University of Montreal—out 
of which has come an un anding of a basic body mech- 
anism into which fit not only ACTH and cortisone but a 
number of other discoveries made even more recently 

In a nutshell, Selve, as far back as 1939, found that when 
he exposed laboratory animals to many different kinds of 
stresses to Starvation, excessive exercise, freezing, or high 
temperatures—always afterward the animals had enlarged 


adrenal glands, swollen to two and three times normal size. 


Evidently, the adrenals were involved in the way the 
mals adapted to unusual stress conditions 

Then Selye exposed other animals to less intensive but 
longer stress. The animals learned to live with the stress and 
appeared to return to normal. But actually they didn’t re- 
turn to normal at all and, if the stress were continued long 
enough, they died 

Moreover, Selye soon found that when animals, in the 
process of adapting to one stress situation, were exposed to 
another, collapse and death came almost immediately 

Evidently, deduced the brilliant young Canadian scien- 
tist, the adrenal glands were endowed with only a certain 
amount ol capital for adaption to stress situations. Once that 
capital was exhausted—whether by prolonged stress or by 
one stress immediately put upon another—the animals died 

ut Selye went further to uncover another equally im- 

portant fact Under prolonged stress, many animals 

developed high blood pressure, stomach ulcers, hard- 
ening of the arteries, kidney diseases, and even the enlarged 
joints and swollen limbs of arthritis. Such diseases, Selye 
theorized, were diseases of adaption. Always accompanying 
them was a breakdown of the adrenal glands. The glands, 
overworked and enlarged, no longer were able to secrete the 
balanced set of hormones essential for normal livine 

Selve’s work and that of other scientists as well has led to 
the idea that, in humans as well as animals, the adrenal 
glands play a big role in all disease. And that the chronic de- 
generative diseases that plague us—arthritis, kidney trou- 
bles, heart conditions, and so on—-may well be diseases of 
civilization brought on because, after long-continued stresses 
of modern living, the adrenals break down 

Under any stress or threatening situation, the pituitary 
gland puts out more ACTH, apparently under orders from 
the brain. The ACTH travels through the blood to the 
adrenals and stimulates the outer bark, or cortex, of these 
glands to turn out more secretions, cortisone among them 

In an acute infection, for instance, adrenal secretions 
speed up heart action and blood circulation, increase pro- 
duction of white blood cells to go after invading organisms 
In short, adrenal secretions mobilize body defenses. Hf the 
latter are adequate, the patient recovers 

But, as we ve seen, according to Selve, adrenal gland rc- 
serves are not inexhaustible and many people, even when 
they seem to be in good health, may have low adrenal re- 
serves because they've used them up throughout their lives 
Cheir adrenals, thrown out of kilter by repeated stress situ- 
ations, may not pour enough chemicals or may turn them 
out not balanced according to need. There may be too much 
of one, not enough of another. 

It is faulty adrenal functioning, many scientists now be 
lieve, which explains why low-grade or chronic infections 
develop. And they believe, too, that it is the person whose 
adrenals are out of balance who develops chronic diseases 
such as arthritis, allergies, rheumatic fever 

Ihe ability of ACTH and cortisone to turn on and off the 
syinptoms of many diseases buttresses this belief. But it’s also 
obvious that the two hormones are not the whole answet 

Cortisone, whose production from the adrenals is stimu- 
lated by ACTH, is a complex chemical known as a steroid 
All told, 28 steroids have been isolated from animal adrenal 
tissue processed after slaughter. What roles do these play? 
As yet, nobody knows. 

But as an example of the significant possibilities ahead 
when all the answers are in, there’s the recently announced 
work of Dr. Gregory Schwartzman at Mount Sinai Hospital, 
in New York, which may open a whole new avenue toward 


conquering polio.

Whata racket!’ (lL only men- 
tion “square dance”’ to prove that 
we occasionally do some thing be- 
sides read.) 

Often, and always on Sunday 
evenings, we make it a family af- 
fair, that is, children included; and 
you'd be amazed how many books 
fit into a family’s scale of ages.

| ren virtue of reading aloud 
It's a boon to the budget. We were 
forever rushing off to a movie or a 
basketball game or the bowling 
alley just for something to do. And 
“something to do” takes money, 
not to mention a baby sitter. Now 
we can comfortably, etlortlessly, 
transport ourselves far away for the 
price of a library card 

Or we can invite our friends to 
come in for a reading session and 
solve questions about an evening's 
entertainment with an appropriate 
reading program that can vary 
from Shakespeare’s Hamil to 
Thurber’s fables. We have dis- 
covered that here is one key to 
sociability 

Besides, its timesaving. You 
won't believe this. In fact, I can 
hear vour retort, “Heavens, what's 
timesaving about reading a book 
aloud? It takes twice as long, and I 
can't keep caught up as it is.” I 
don’t know about vou, but it saves 
time for us because we have dis- 
covered that reading alone, or to 
oneself, is almost a waste of time 
for our particular, nonretentive 
minds. Take Winston Churchill's 
Viemorrs. We read that, each to 
himself, and we found, as usual 
that our only accomplishment was

the check mark after the book's 
title on our “List of Books I Want 
to Read.’ We simply gobbled up 
the book in such great chunks 
without stopping to chew on it, so 
to speak, as we went along that the 
salient facts were forgotten by the 
next day. The worst of it was, 
when we went to a party at which 
the talk turned to Great Britain and 
and its role in the last war, we just 

our mouths open. We 
who should have been teeming 
with wisdom had absolutely noth- 
ing to offer, for our minds were 
nothing but bins of undigested 
facts. Very, very humiliating 


sat there, 


Now if we had read those same 
VUemowrs aloud, we would have 
stopped every now and then to 
check Churchill's history on our 
map; we would perhaps have got- 
ten out Sherwood’s Roosevelt and 
Hopkins to see what Hopkins had to 
say about the meeting at Casa- 
blanca, or we might have reread a 
magazine article to get still another 
slant on that historic conference 
We would have stopped often to talk 
and argue, and, because of this, we 
would have remembered the book 
long afterward. A waste of time? 

And the intimate feeling which 
springs up between you and the 
people in the books—that’s one of 
the nicest things about this quaint 
indoor sport of reading aloud 
Several months ago a_ neighbor 
dropped in, jUSt as We were start- 
ing a book about Vincent Van 
Gogh. She stayed on to listen, and 
the next evening she brought a 
friend who had always wanted to 
know more about the artist. The 
upshot of it was that we had prac- 
tically a Van Gogh club meeting 
in our living room for a few wecks, 
as one Van Gogh book led to an- 
other. Even now, when any of us 
get together, we talk affectionately 
about our mutual friend, Vincent, 
and we all have at least one of his 
paintings on our walls to confirm 
the friendship 

It's the same way with James 
Boswell with whom, through the 
pages of his Journal, we are cur- 
rently spending our’ evenings 
You'd think he was our scalawag 
son, the way we worry over him, 
and last night we actually lugged 
his old 10-pound Life of Johnson out 
from its dust in the bottom shelf of 
our bookcase in order to check up 
on this ‘man of most dreadful ap- 
pearance.” That's the way it is 
One thing leads to another, and 
sometimes you end up quite a 
learned person 

Actually there is no kinship be- 
tween reading alone and reading 
aloud. No more than there is be- 
tween driving from New York to 
Los Angeles in four days, all by 
yourself, and a leisurely two- or 
three-week excursion across the 
continent with someone at your 
side; and with all manner of side 
trips and weekend stops in interest- 
ing spots

What's been done to date in 
applying ACTH and cortisone has 
been largely by trial-and-error 
methods. Doctors have been care- 
fully tagging the situations in which 
the hormones can be used as 
against those in which they do no 
good or may actually do harm 
They've been discovering mini- 
mum effective dosages and, in 
other ways, making the drugs

There has also been concen- 
trated effort to make them more 
available Output is already 
greatly enlarged and is now large 
enough to prov ide for tens of thou- 
sands of patients a month. The 
price has been coming down 
Cortisone, for instance, when first 
introduced about two years ago, 
cost hospitals $200 a gram. There 
have been reductions and, with the 
last one this past April, the cost is 
now $24 a gram. The situation 
with ACTH is comparable 

Millions are being spent to find 
ways to greatly multiply produc- 
tion. In addition to improving 
present processes of manufacture, 
there’s a search for more plentiful 
starting materials and for a way to 
synthesize cortisone. There is less 
hope, for the present, that ACTH 
can be synthesized, since its 
structure is too complex. Striking 
results are in the making. To ob- 
tain a pinch of cortisone, the bile 
acid of several thousand cattle 
must be manipulated. As this is 
written, Dr. Robert B. Woodward 
of Harvard has succeeded in syn- 
thesizing a steroid on which cor- 
tisone can be built, using a plenti- 
ful oily coal-tar derivative as the 
Starting material. Scientists at 
companies which produce corti- 
sone have also just come up with 
synthetic steroids that will make 
cortusone muc h more plentiful 

Just announced on the ACTH 
production front is a new method 
of extracting the chemical from 
hogs’ pituitary glands, that elimin- 
ates 16 of the 20 processes in the 
old method and increases the yield 
40 umes. 


Substitutes 

There has also been much exper- 
imentation with other chemicals 
as substitutes for ACTH and cor- 
tisone. Closest to being accepted 
is the use of blood from new 
mothers. Rheumatoid arthritis us- 
ually subsides during pregnancy 
And there is something in the blood 
of women who have just had 
babies which, when given in trans- 

fusions to arthritic patients, halts 
temporarily—the pain and _ stiff- 
ness in the joints. Researchers are 
trying to find out exactly what it is 

in the blood that does the trick 
Other treatments are controver- 
sial. Some doctors have reported 
that half their arthritis patients

As ACTH and cortisone become 
increasingly available, more and 
more doctors are using them. But 
many do so selectively—not indis- 
criminately. It must be remein- 
bered that in as many as 50 percent 
of its victims, rheumatoid arthritis 
disappears spontaneously after a 
period of time. Nobody knows why, 
but it does. In others, conservative 
measures such as diet, rest, drugs 
to relieve spasms, exercise, baths, 
and radiant heat help considerably 
In some cases, too, injections of 
gold salts stop the disease 

In a recent article in the Journal 
of the Maine Medwal Assoctation, 
Dr. George J. Robertson wrote 
“At this date the author is using 
ACTH and cortisone for elderiy 
rheumatoids who are not in their 
first attack, for those who are crip- 
pled by the inflammatory joint 
changes of their disease. Conserva- 
tive treatment is sull preferred in 
those rheumatoid arthritics in their 
first attack, especially when seen

If you have arthritis, don’t insist 
that your doctor give you, willy- 
nilly, ACTH or cortisone.

Ihe work of caring for classroom 
pets in Milwaukee 1s all done by 
the children. Even the 4-year-olds 
in prekindergarten classes feed 
water, and change the paper lin- 
ings in cages where canaries, para- 
keets, and turtle doves are kept 
They provide food and fresh water 
and they spread clean papers in the 
cages of waltzing mice, white 
mice, white rats, deer mice, and 
other small animals. They change 
the nesting material (usually straw 
or shredded paper) of hamsters 
guinea pigs, rabbits, and other 
larger pets. And they do these 
things without having to be re- 
minded, day after day 

It doesn’t sound like 4-year-olds, 
Yet your own 4-year-old 


does it 
could be the perfect master of a 
pet, if you'd let him. As a matter 





of fact, Gustave P. Utke, executive 
vice-president of the Wisconsin 
Humane Society, where Mil- 
waukee teachers borrow animals 
from a regular “pet lending li- 
brary,”’ says this: 

“A child of 2 is old enough to 
begin taking on his share of the 
work in caring for pets—even dogs 
and cats. Perhaps such a toddler 
couldn’t be trusted with the can 
opener, but he could get the dish 
ready. He could feel important as 
he fills the pan with water. A bit 
later he could contribute further 
by putting the food into the dish 
even by mixing or preparing dry 
food himself. And by the time he’s 
4 or 5, he'll be ready to care for a 
dog almost entirely, even to walk- 
ing the animal. While the child 
has been learning that the dog is

If you don’t have a floor sander, the rental 
fee for one would be added to this cost. 
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ry now have an attractive stairway with natural 
pine treads and handrail, and white-enameled risers. The wall 
is painted a soft green, and figured wallpaper was used above

But, even then, your actual money cost 
will hardly reach $10 

Most builders use a good grade of pine 
for utility stair treads, and ours were of 
that sort. They might have been cleaned of 
paint and plaster spots without removing 
them, using a portable sander (disc or belt) 
and a little scraping. But I decided the final 
result would be better if the work was done 
in my shop. So I lifted the treads off with a 
wrecking bar, numbering each so they 
could be replaced properly. They had been 
spiked in 8 places. I planned to refasten 
each with five 3)-inch No. 12 screws, 2 at 
each end and 1 centered in front, through 
the old holes. These holes were drilled out 
to take the screws, and deeply counter- 
bored to be plugged later with pine dowels

The remodeling pictured here and on page 264 is a 
good example of what can be done with basement space 
It was designed by Engineer and Builder Morris C. Roth, 
Youngstown, Ohio. Here are some of the materials he used. 

Ceiling finish is of 16x16-inch panels of insulating wall- 
board nailed to 1x3 furring strips. Ventilating grills pre- 
vent heat accumulation between heat ducts and panels, 
and an inner layer of asbestos paper provides further pro- 
tection against fire. Random-width pine boards on the 
recreation-room walls are nailed to horizontal 1x3 furring 
strips, spaced two feet apart on centers. A moisture bar- 
rier, placed beneath boarding on all exterior walls, gives 


added insurance that the new room will stay dry.

thing to do is to change the work 
as qui kly as possible 
Too often,” he continues, “job 
troubles lie at the root of emotional 
disturbances which may ruin health 
as well as happiness. The dissatis- 
fied worker is cranky, ill-tempered, 
and hard to get along with, both at 
home and at work. Lack of job- 
satisfaction makes him so.’ 

\s Dr. David H. Fink, the noted 
neuro-psychiatrist, says, ““A man 
who holds on to a job that he’s sick 
of is very foolish, for such a job can 
actually make him sick—mentally 
and physically.” 

If your job is making you unhap- 
py, you can rest assured that it’s 
making your family unhappy, too 
You can’t feel frustrated with vour 
work without building up a stock 
pile of bitter resentment and an- 
tagonisms. And they make you 
anything but an easy fellow to live 
with. You keep these feelings pretty 
well bottled up at the office. You 
have to, or you'd probably get 
fired. But at home it’s different. At 
home you don’t have to hold your- 
self in. And unless you're made of a 


superhuman sort of clay—you 
don't. Your pent-up tensions ex- 
press themselves in the form of ir- 
ritability, moodiness, self-pity, and 
so on 

Your family may put up with 
this uncomplainingly——may adopt 
the practice of “‘walking on eggs” to 
avoid friction, to keep from dis- 
turbing the chip on Father's shoul- 
der.
